London, Sept. 4.— In the debate in the 
Houbo of LordB to-day on the Booond read- 
ing of the Irish land purohase bill, Viscount 
Clifden said that tho measure appeared to 
him to bo one for tho roliof of oviotod ton- 
ants, who, ho said, wero tho scum of their 
olaea and who amused thomaolvos by outting 
off tho hair of women and ahooting old men. 
Ho hoped tho bill would bo rejeoted. 

Riron Halsbury expressed regret that 
such languogo should have boon employed 
in this dobato. Tho only quostiou ab Issue, 
he said, waa on continuing in operation an 
net whioh otherwiso would expire with tho 
lapse of time. Tho bill waa passed to its 
third roading. 

Tho Houso of Lords haa passed on its first 
reading tho bill to remove doubts as to tho 
validity of tho aobof tho Dominion sf Cana- 
da respecting tho Deputy Speakor of the 
Canadian Senate, 

The Novoe Vromyoa'a correspondent at 
Vladlvostock writes that Lha Formosan in- 
mrgonts are conducting successful warfare 
against the Japanese, in which tho women 
share equally with tho mon the spirit of de- 
termined resistance. Though the army is 
decimatod by sioknoss, the Japanese will 
grant no quarter, and sparo neither women 
nor children. 

Mr. Edmund L Nowcomb, deputy min- 
ister of juBtlce for Canada, who came to 
England recently to present the Canadian 
oaso in favor of tho issuanoo of a royal pro- 
clamation giving offeob to the copyright aot, 
in an Interview said : " I havo met with 
much oppocition on the part of English au- 
thors and publishers. You may, however, 
say that I have the greatest oonSdenoo that 
the matter will be adjusted in tho manner 
whioh Canada desires." 

A Havana dispatch to the Times says a 
meeting of insurgent delrgitos at Najas 
proclaimed a constitution for tho republio 
on a federal basis of fivo states. They also 
olected the Marquis Santa Luoia president 
and appointed various officers, as woll 
as confirming the nominations. Anto- 
nio Maceo is to bo general com- 
manding In Santiago, Cuba ; Gomez In 
Puerto Principe, and Relied In Santa Clara. 
Najasa was proclaimed as tho provisional 
federal capital Tho autonomist party in- 
tend to petition Spain for eelf government 
on Canadian linos, lb Is stated that Maximo 
Gomez is iuoliuod to acoept conditional 
autonomy, bub Antonio Macao declines any 
compromise, 

DURRANT'8 PROSECUTION. 

The Motive for the Murder Will Bo Explained 
by an Unexpected Witness. 

San Francisco, Sept. 4.— Tho Examiner 
says tho prosecution In the Durrant case baa 
a witness whoso testimony will show the 
motive for the murders, something that has 
been lacking horotoforo. The name of the 
witness is Clarenao Wolfo, and it is said that 
he will swear that on April 2nd, tho day bo* 
fore Blanche Lamont was murdered, ho and 
Durrant held a conversation, which explains 
the young student's motives for killing tho 
unfortunate Miss Lamont. Durrant oom- 
monted upon the beauty of Blancho in a tone 
moro of exultation than reBpoct ; he assured 
Wolfo sho was a puro girl and ho Intondod 
to rob her of her virtue which she so prlzod. 
That tho girl prizad hor honor more than 
her life oxplains the tragody of tho following 
day. Tho taetimony which Wolfe will give 
has boen kept a profound socreb by tho 
proseoution. The defence and tho publio 
have held that tho young friend of the ac- 
cused would tako the stand only to epoak 
o good word for the young man whoBo lifo 
was at otako. 

During the opening addresa yesterday of 
the counsel for tho proseoutioo, at the re- 
quest of the defence, all tho witnesses in tho 
caso were excluded from tho room. Durrant 
listened attentively to tho statement of tho 
chief prosoautor. Ab ovory point against 
him alluded to by the district attorney his 
brows contracted., and ho continually whis- 
porod suggestions to his couusol. When 
Distriob Attorney Barnes concluded he 
turned to tho prisoner and looked Bharply at 
him. The judgo stared at Durrant, tho 
jury stared at him, the sheriff's men and tho 
courtroom clGrlis all turnod to Durrant. 
Tho spectators, and their numbers wore the 
limit of tiie courtroom's accommodation, all 
watched him. For tho first timo Durrant 
had hoard tho evidence against him, and it 
seemed bb if tho man must give somo sign 
of distress or indignation or defiance. But 
never a faoo of man waa moro immobile 
than the faoo of Theodore Durrant as ho 
looked s raight into tho district attorney's 
oyes. 

At tho suggestion of tho defendant's attor- 
neys, the courb ordered thab after recess tho 
jurors, the defendant, tho judgo ,\nd tho 
official Btonogrophor, in charge of tho sheriff, 
visib tho scono of tho murder in Emanuel 
church, Ho stood in tho duaty little room 
whoro Minnio Williams waa ohokod and 
gashod to death, and the spot on which ho 
stood was still dark with tho stain of hor 
blood. Ho was takon up tho narrow sbalra 
whioh ho last traveled— -if tho theory of his 
orimo bo truo— with his obhor holploaa vic- 
tim. Ho stood in tho dark, grimy belfry 
whore Blancho Lamont's body lay for ton 
days until the finding of tho othor girl's 
body lod bo its discovery, and ho romainod 
there while tho jury, whioh Is to say if ho 
Uvea or dies, wore shown to all tho placos 
where tho girl's books and clothing wore 
hidden— and through ib all he was unmoved. 
He brushod the dust from his coat, and 
when he oamo baok to tho light he smiled to 
the pooplo ho know. 



SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 

The Kaiser Calls Upon His Army to. 
if Need Be, Extermin- 
ate It. 



ToitONTO, Sept. 3.— Guutavus Braun and 
wife, with their nine year old eon, went for 
a row to the island with William Robinson 
ycatorday. The squall swarnpod their boat 
and Robinson and tho woman wore saved. 
The waves wrested tho boy from Braun and 
he was drowned, Tho others wore saved. 



Matters Have Been Almost Brought 
to a Head by Socialist 
Demonstrations. 

Berlin, Sopb. 4. — In tho courao of the 
speech in tho white hall of the royal castlo 
on Monday, in which the Kaiser toasted tho 
Guards, after referring to the glorious 
aohiovoments of united Germany in its con- 
fliob with Franae and to the debb which was 
due to Emporor Wilhelm I and tho King of 
Saxony, ho said : 

" Yob iu tho noble joy of tho celebration 
a note has been struck which assuredly has 
no place there. A rabble unworthy to bear 
the name of Germans has dared to revile tho 
German pooplo and has dared to drag in tho 
dust the person of the universally honored 
Emporor, who to us is sacred. May the 
people find in thomsolvoa the Btraogth to 
repel thoso monstrous attacks. If bhoy do 
not, I call upon you to ropol the treasonable 
band and to wage a war which will freo us 
from such elements." 

The Tageblacb says: "Tho Imperial ap- 
poal will not bo made in vain, bub no liberal 
can join in tho agitation for a second edition 
of anti-revolution bills. The best way to 
thwart tho socialists is to grant real reforms 
and givo tho working classes less occasion 
for complaint." 

Tho Nord Deutsche Allegemelne Zeitung 
also dwells upon the necessity of steps to 
stom tho socialist tide. " Ib remains to be 
seen," this paper goes on, " whab fruit the 
spoeoh will produce. Even the moat care- 
less might woll bo arousod from indifference 
by the Emperor'a threat to appeal to the 
army. It is a thankless task to prophesy 
evil, but considering the oonditionof politi- 
cal life in Germany, one is drivon unwilling- 
ly to the conclusion thab the imperial words, 
chough resounding for a time, will finally bo 
stifled by tho over-increa8ing din of party 
strife." 

London, Sept. 4. —The TImea' Berlin cor- 
respondent BoyB : " Tho .Emperor's aburp 
words against Booiallsm in his speech to the 
guards on Monday has aroused Germany 
with Btartling euddenncss out of her patri- 
otlo enthusiasm and haa recalled her to the 
political atruggleB of everyday life. Many 
comments have already appeared in the con- 
servative organs applauding his majeaty'e 
words." 

Tho Daily News' Berlin diapatoh aaya : 
" The Emperor'a speech shows thab tho so- 
olalista have almost brought matters to a 
head. Never beforo has he bo energetically 
and plainly appealed to bhe army aa the final 
arbiter in the struggle against social democ- 
racy. Ib is, of course, difficult to discern 
how far, if at all, the admonitions of the 
Booialiab press have influenced the workmen 
in keeping aloof from the fetes. It la stated 
that the minister of the interior ab the 
eleventh hour prohibited the socialist mass 
meetings."

Since tho beginning of tho present month 
there has beon aome improvement in looal 
business, bub the change being common is 
not particularly noticeable. Tho principal 
feature of tho week is tho commencement 
of the Northern halibut fishing, bub it will 
be some time before tho first consignments 
arrive. There have boen a number of 
ahaDgea in quotationa during the week, af- 
footing flour, rolled oat„, potatoes, eggs, 
appleB and plums. The first of these con- 
cerns Ogilvie'a and Lako of the Wooda Hun- 
garian only, both of whioh branda havo 
droppud 25 cents por barrel. Potatoea are. 
at present selling much oheaper, it is 
thought, than thoy will be a little later on 
in the season, and the recent drop from 
] h oenta to a oent, and even less por pound, 
is probably as low aB they will roach. Later 
they will be pitted or stored for the winter. 
Egga haa been gradually rising, until they 
have now roaohod tho uncertain mark of 35 
cents per dozen. This is tho price paid for 
tho island product ; importod eggs have ad- 
vanced . corrojapoDdiorjly.- PlumB are in 
superabundance, the aupply being greatly 
in oxcess of tho demand. Saanich plums 
load tho demand, bsing choapor and of 
equally good quality with tho other varie- 
ties. The figuro ia exceptionally low, 
cheaper perhaps than ever known in British 
Columbia — a fact suggoarivo of the develop- 
ment of tho fruit industry. Apples are bo- 
coming moderato in price for tho first time 
in a year.

Pilot Bay, Aug. 27.— (Speoial)— AmonR 
the many points at which tho Hoard of 
Trade delegation will ca.11 during their visit 
to Kootenay is the Pilob Biy emoltor, oper- 
. otod by the Kootonay Mining and Smelting 
Company. Though there were many who 
questioned the eueCoBS of this oonoern when 
it was first started, it has steadily increased 
its measure bf suooess, and Mr. Hondryx, 
the principal man, Is at preJint In the Euat, 
negotiating for the erection of another 
" stack," whioh will double its presont 
capacity, and it oan only be a matter of lime 
before a reGning establishment will be added 
for the separation of tho various ores con- 
taiued in tho company'" bullion. At preaent 
this bullion is shipped all tho way to Omaha, 
Nob., for treatment. As far as lead ores 
are concerned tho smoltor 1b completo in all 
its arrangements, and employs Bteadlly, 
seven days in l lie week, something like I <J0 
men, at a ecaIo of wagos ranging from §2.00 
per day to $11.50, the avoraga output being 
ono car load 

OF FORTY THOUSAND COUNDS PER DAV. 
But this is but a small measure of tho good 
resultB which have accrued to tho country 
through the oponinc; up of this smolter. Ii 
is altogether responsible for tho activity 
which has chartc .erizjd tho Ains- 
worth oamp. Since itB operations wore 
commenced the owners of the Skyline 
mine have been chipping daily over eleven 
tons of ore, and employ some fourteen min- 
ers. This mine is under oontraot to supply 
tho whole of its produoo to the Pilot Bay 
emoltor for the remaindor of the present 
year. Fully two-thirds of the ore shipped 
from tho Skyline uador this oontraot is cull- 
ed ore, mined somotwj and iluee years ago. 
It was not of sufficient value to stand Bhip- 
mont to distant pointB, but loaves a nice 
margin when treated at Pilob Bay.

Free Gold Developed in Abundance 
in the Alberni claim— Glorious 
News From Elsewhere. 



General Stampede to the Hills— Offers 
for the Starlight Claim-The 
Kich Yellowstone. 



Alberni, Sept. 3, viaNanaimo Sept. 4.— 
(Special) — A prospector just in from Min- 
eral creek brings a glowing account of re- 
oont discoveries thero. Two new creeks 
havo boon found upon which largo ledges of 
gold bearing rock exist. Ho thinks that 
MoL»ughlan bill, in which Minoral creek 
heads, is an almost solid mass of mineral. 
He has been proBpooting in tho district for a 
year, bub sayB ho never had the slightest 
conception of tho rlohness of tho deposits 
until a month ago. He left tho Alborn? 
claim this morning, and boforo leaving saw 
a shot put in at a depth of Bixtoen feot ; 
the chaructor of tho rook iB steadily imp'ov- 
ing ; free gold ia now visible in noarly every 
piece and tho voin bus widened to an aver- 
age of two feot. The Missing Link also 
continuoa to improve and widon. The ledge 
ia identical with tho Alberni and shows free 
gold in abundance. Assays from the Happy 
Tom ledgo, Starlight section, went $20. A 
party of prospectors came in this afternoon 
from down tho canal. They bring numerous 
spealmene of sulphuret rock but no free gold. 

Every day brings its surprises, its elationa 
aud its depressions. Yesterday a young 
Indian brought in specimens of quartz 
whioh he found not far from town ; whore 
ho would not indicate. There waa great 
oxcitemont at onco, and tho few prospectors 
who remained in town tightened their belts 
and bogan to proparo for a rush. L»tor in 
tho day, the rock having been tested by a 
looal nsHayer, showod neither gold nor sil- 
ver, and th« excitement died away. This 
morning u ledge waa diaoovorod within four 
milrfl of the town which Phowa a good width 
and is situated on tho right bank of » large 
stream near a waterfall where sul'niunt 
power to run a dozen quartz mlllB m. y be 
bad. Tho rock is of low grade on tho sur- 
face, crossings assaying only &2 to the ton. 
Tho ledge is wide and the situation is con- 
venient for economical working, so that 
should tho rook improve slightly in quality 
lb the ledgo is sunk upon the proposition 
will pay. Scarcely anyone is left in town 
except the storekeepers, tho rest of tho pop- 
ulation having gono to tbe hills. 

NewBfrom the Yellowstone district is ex- 
pected to-morrow, A gentleman from Van- 
couver yesterday offered to bond the Star- 
light claim in tho interest of a Vancouver 
syndicato. The offer being doclinod he pro- 
posed to buy outright, but the owners 
refused to named a tiguro, a Victoria and 
Seattle syndicate having previously soourod 
control of the claim. 

The PrinceBs Louiso orrivod at noon with 
a heavy freight and twenty passengers, and 
left for Clayoquot two hours later. Tho 
Nanaimo stage, filled with proapeotora, ar- 
rived at 1 o'clock. There is nothing later 
from tho mfnea except that a new stream, 
named Bledsoe oroek, with indications of 
quar'zon its banks, has boon discovered in 
the Yellowstone district.

THE SEWER PIPE CONTRACT. 

Tho ratepayers of the city were no doubt 
•urpriaed to learn that the contract for tho 
lewcr pipos was let without the consent or 
even the knowledge of the City Council. It 
la generally supposed that in transactions in 
which any considerable sum of the ratepay- 
ers money is involved the City Council as a 
whole is consulted. Very few imagine that 
it in in the power of two of its members, 
acting independently of all the others, to 
award a large contraob in the way they soe 
fib. It is only fair to presume that if a con- 
tract for $1, 009 worth of material can ba en- 
tered Into in this way without oonsultlng 
the Council a oontracb for $10,000 
■worth oan »1bo be entered in- 
to. This sewer pipo transaction 
throws anew light on the way in whioh the 
city's business is done, and tho money of 
the citizens expended. It was only the 
other day that a very important change was 
made in a work in course of construction 
nnder oontracb withoub the knowledge of 
the City Council, and now we find that it is 
possible for the majority of a committoe to 
award contracts for considerable sums with- 
out saying to tho City Council aa much as 
" by your loave," 

It ib not time for the City Council, 
which ia responsible for the way in 
which oivlc contracts are carried out, 
and tho taxpayers' money is oxpended, to 
asserb Itself J Ib appears thab in the matter 
mf awarding contraota the Councillors did 
Bob know that committees bad the power 
which tho majority of the Bewer committee 
— Aldermen Maomillan and Cameron — 
look upon thomaolves to exercise, 
for Alderman Bragg ia reported to have aald 
thab ho had always understood that for 
everything over $50 tho oommittooa had to 
oonBulfc tho Council before awarding con- 
traota. Othor Aldormon were no doubt 
under tbo aame impression. In faol Aid. 
Bragg afterwards read from the Kuloa of 
Order of the Council a paragraph to tho 
effecb tbat no liability excoediug $50 Bho.ll 
he binding upon the Corporation uulcsa 
janctioned by tho Counoil aa a wholo. Ib 
remainod for tho majority of tho sewer 
sommittco to ignore this Balutary restric- 
tion to tho power of commibteos, Ib 
«eem8 to ua very siugular that committocu 
have power to enter into oontraots at all, 
»nd wo would not be greatly aurprisod to 
Joarn that thoy havo under tho law no such 
power. ThiB ia a point of law that ought to 
h" looked into. 

Ib dooB soem singular that Aldorman Mao- 
millan, who ia in soaeon and out of BeaBon 
in the habit of expatiating on tho rights and 
privileges of tho workingman and on 
the necessity of sponding tho city's 
money among tho citizens, should withoub 
waiting for tho conaont of tho City Council 
prefer a dealor in an importod articlo said 
to bo manufactured by Chinese labor to a 
natlvo manufaoturiug conoern whioh employs 
whito labor alone. This is a proof of the 
sincerity of his profoasions that cannot bo 
gainBaid, For tho sake of an apparent gain 
of a fow dollars to tho oity ho and Alderman 
Cameron doprlvod whlto reBidonta of Vic- 
toria of work in order to put money in tho 
pockota of men who nover did, and moot 
likely novor will, spond a single dollar in 
promoting any industry in this oity of Vic- 
toria. 

PA VI NO MATERIAL. 

One of our public-spirited citizens when lb 
was proposed to lay a pavomont of wooden 
blookd in thin oity wroto to a relativo in 
Montreal to find oub how bho wooden pave- 
ments laid thoro had worn. Tho following 
is the anawor ho reooivod. Tho lottor is 
datod August 27, 1895 : 

"I saw Stuart Howard, who ia P. W. 
St. Georgo'a right hand man on roads. 
What; he aald was this, that the wooden 
blocks wore Blmply nob In ib. Thoy rob 
from tho horaoB' filth, and gob oub of order In 
no time. Craig atreob ia maddonlug, Six 



inohea of concrete ia in all caaes laid down 
first, then half an Inch of loose sand and 
later on tho blooks, asphalt or brioks are 
laid. Tho blooka and brioks are plaood 
about Jinob apart, and some aorb 
of uotneut ia plaood on them. The wooden 
blooks aro now covored with oroosote before 
using and creosote Ib pub between the 
cracks. The Montreal City Survoyor and 
Howard believe that the bricks are the beBb 
and moat lasting. Thoy aro laid on 6 iaoh 
concrete and cemented together. They 
ought to lasb for ever. When properly 
cemented they aro jutt as good as asphalt, 
and a much better wearing material. They 
havo been much usod here and with groat 
success, 

" My testimony regarding wood block 
paving, even when well done, ia that for 
moderate traffic they are an expensive fail- 
ure : see Toronto, Yonge streob in threo 
years was a pel feet wreok. Our own Craig 
street, either threo or four years douo, Ib 
now in a terriblo condition. Asphaltum, if 
well laid, is much better; bub I obsorve 
whoro Scoria brick*, what you oall vitrified 
bricks, buvu been used, stand well and look 
well. Take tho aornor of Bloury and St. 
Catherine Btroets, whioh haa moro Bevore 
crossings by street" rail ways and a larger 
wheeled trailio than most other places ; this 
ia pavtd with; Scoria briok, or vitrified 
brick, and in three years there is hardly a 
perooptible wear to bo soon. Whab St, 
George or Stuarb Howard say on the eub- 
jeob is good authority, quite roliablo." 

Thia corresponds almost exaotly with 
whab was Bald of wocjd block pavoments In 
the Engineering Recoicl, whioh we repro- 
duced a fow days ago. Great caro muat bo 
used in laying a wooden pavoment, and oven 
then ib is objeotionable from a sanitary 
point of view. The gontleman in Montreal 
is favorable to vitrified briok as a material 
for pavement. Thin hja the advantage 
of being choapor than asphalt and, if 
we are informed correctly, the material 
oan bo made ab homo. This ia a very grout 
advantage. VYhot is to hinder the City 
Council making a trial of thoso briokB? 
Why nob lay .down two or three crossings, 
using bricka of thia kind ? Tho crossings 
aro badly needod, and the citizens could s$o 
for themsolves how they wear and whothor 
or not thoy are suited to the climate. 



THE WESTMORELAND DEFEAT. 

It ia amuaing to witneaa the ingenuity 
whioh tho Opposition papors display in try 
ing to account for the beating thoy suffered 
in Westmoreland the other day. They did 
everything that a party possibly could do to 
defeat the Government oandidato and they 
signally failed. While tho contest was 
going on thoy did their very beBt to create 
tho impression thab the Government's ma 
jorlty would bo completely wiped oub in the 
oounty. But their effortB proved to ba vain 
and their predictions turned oub false, and 
now, although the Conservative majority 
wbb greater than ib was ever bsforo except 
ones, they aro shouting themaelves hoarse 
trying to convince tho publio bhab tbey have 
won a moral vlatory. Their vain boasting 
makea them look very foolish in the eyoa of 
sensible people. They would be thoughb a 
groab deal more of if they took their boating 
with quleb fortitude. Their hysterical 
bragging is a euro Indication of conscious 
weakness. 



JAPANESE COMPETITION. 

Ib is evident thab some British manufac- 
turers regard the progress which the Japan- 
ese and the Chinese are making in manu. 
faotures with uneasiness, if not with appre- 
honaion. The following extract from tho 
letter of the Yokohama correapondent of 
tho Manchester Guardian showa thab aomo 
alarm is felt. Tho writer ia ab some pains 
to prove that it is groundless. There may 
bo two opinions as to the acouraoy of his 
facts and the soundness of his reasoning, bub 
all who havo any knowledge of tho British 
character, must admit thab the new rivals 
of the English manufacburors will be pluck- 
ily met. Whether a return to tho policy of 
protection to a certain extent will bo ono 
of the meanB resorted to to countoraob 
tho effects of competition with the oheap 
labor of the Eastern countries, time alone 
can tell. This is what the Guardian's cor- 
respondent oaysabout Japanoso competition : 

A great foar seema to havo fallen on many 
English manufacturers and English journal- 
ists lest Japanese competition should mean 
a diminution in tho consumption of ling- 
land's wareB in tho Fur Ee.at. Nothing 
could bo more etupidly falao. That many 
things which England now aupplies Japan 
will herself manufacture is true. In somo 
linea she la doing so ulroady. But as her 
productive power inoroaaes so will her wanta 
expand. Laab yoar, when Japan's mills 
woro most activo, the imports from England 
woro groatly in excess of those of any other 
yoar, and that rjulto apart from tho importa- 
tion of war materials. Ab tho wages of tho 
laboring claases improve so will their wants 
multiply, and though Japan's requirements 
will over bo changing as her own manufac- 
tures increase, her needs will nob diminish. 
Thia bogey of tho competition of tho East- 
ern people is ono of tho moat ridiculous over 
raised to frighten the dominant race. 



NEW YORK OR MONTREAL'/ 

Tho Now York Times of tho 29. h ulb. 
devotea three of its editorial oolumna to the 
discusaion of a project to oonatruat a ahlp 
canal to connect Lake Erio with tho Hud- 
son. It is proposed that bhis canal shall bo 
20 foot doop and 125 foob wide ab tho bot- 
tom. Ib ia ostimated that it will tako no 1 , 
lesa than $200,000,000 to construct this groat 
canal. Ib ia ovidont thab tho principal object 
of tho promoters of thia gigantio enterprise 
ia to ostabliah tho supremacy of Now York 
as a oommerolal oity. 

After dlacussing tho naval and military 
aepoot of the proponod oanal tho Times goes 
on to say : 

But tho interest of tho oity of Now York 
in this ontorpriao la olvio und oommorolal. 
That luteroat ahould bo profound and mov- 
ing. Ib should bo monifeatod openly and 
mado to take effective form in aotion. Thoro 
la something to atir the imagination in tho 
grandeur of an undertaking whioh would 
exbend tho faoilibios of doop-soa transporta- 
tion 1,500 miles inland to the hoarb of the 
rlchesb continent in tho world. Ib is capti- 
vating ; lb is Inspiring, lb is full of the 
couragooua spirib of tho modern man, who 
ia not oontont to accept tbo f aoo of nature as 



he finds ib, bub powerfully shapea ib to hie 
enda. 

Most probably thia ontorpriao was sug- 
geated by the proposal to make a deep 
waterway from Lake Suporior to Montreal. 
Enterprising New Yorkers uco thab this 
projeat Ib feasible and that if it is carried 
out, as ib certainly oan be by the expendi- 
ture of a comparatively moderato snm of 
money, Montreal will bo one of tho moat 
important commercial citioa on the con- 
tinent, porhaps tho moab important. The 
promoters of the Erio Ship Canal moat, prob- 
ably intend to anticipate the Canadians, 
and by constructing their canal with as little 
dolay as possible so that it will not be worth 
Canada's whilo to epond tho money noces- 
aary to make the waterway from Montreal 
bo Liko Suporior deep onough to float 
the largest of tbo seagoing ships. 
The American projecb ia certainly 
a magnificent ono, and tho fiob that its ad- 
vocacy haa boon taken up by a newapapar of 
tho standing of tho New York Timoa loada 
to tho conclusion that ib is nob altogether 
visionary. But $200,000,000 is an immense 
aum for private enterprise to raise, and thoro 
is no hint in tho Times articlo to lead the 
reader to conclude that lb ia intondod to 
make tho canal a national undertaking. It 
haa, in facb all tho appoaranoo cf boing a 
Now York project to bo undertaken for the 
aggraudiaemout and the enrichment of tho 
city of Now York. Tho national advan- 
tagea thab nro to flow from its oomplotion 
and operation aro ovidontly considered icci- 
dental and subsidiary.

Yesterday Leo Mong Kow, tho well 
known Chinese Interpreter for the ouatoma, 
applied in chambers to bo made guardian of 
littlo Choy Wan, a Chineso girl twolvo years 
old. Tho order was made, but Is not yet 
signed. Mong Kow has nob obtained pos- 
session of tho girl, who is at tho Chineso 
Rescue Homo, and it looks bb If thooutcome 
will bo a fight in tho courts. Mong Kow 
states that ho knew Choy Wan's father 
years ago in China, where thoy lived some 
twelve miles from tho city of Canton. Somo 
aixteon months ago ho wanted a nurse girl 
for his child, and aa ho know that Wan's 
widowed mothor was very poor he made an 
arrangemonb with tho mother through hia 
friend Charley Yip V r on, who was thon vis- 
iting China, to takocaro of tho girl until she 
was 10 years old, and to have her services 
in tho meantime aa a servant in his family — 
he paying the mothor a certain sum for the 
serviceB. Tho girl oamo out to Victoria in 
Juno, 1891, and up to tho presonb hue beon 
in Mong Kow's family ua nurse. On Tues- 
day oftornoon she was son!) on an errand 
to Fisgard atroot but did nob roturo, 
and upon inquiry Mong Kow found 
her at tho rofugo home yesterday. 
He went to tho houso and asked to be al- 
lowed to tako tho girl away but was rofused. 
Ho was Informed thoro that Wan had com- 
plained that his mother had Ill-treated hor, 
though ho had always been kind to hor. Ho 
told the matron, Mias Bowes, that ho was 
the ohild's guardian, but as the 
order of tho court was not 
aignod he was not allowed to tako 
tho ohild away. Ho donioB that tho girl 
was ovor ill-treated, as she had only been 
corroctcd onae or twice, us any child might 
be. 

At tho Refuge Homo it was atatod that 
on Tuoaday afternoon tho girl came to the 
door crying und asked for shelter, sayiDg 
eho was a slajo in China and had boon 
boughb by Mong Kow's friend from hor mlB- 
treBs, and that sinco alio had been in Mong 
Kow's family hia mothor had ill-used hor, 
and eho did not want to go back thero. 

Mong Kow denies thot ho ever bought 
the girl. Ho had only mado tho aamo ar- 
rangemonb as if eho woro an apprentice, and 
was to return hor to hor people in China 
when she was sixteen, unlosB in tho mean- 
time she preforrod to marry and live in thia 
country. 

Tho Refugo Homo people havo taken legal 
advice, and oxproaa thomsolves as intending 
to fight tho matter In tho oourts. Mong 
Kow if he cannot got tho girl otherwlBo will 
tuke out haboas corpus proooodings to gain 
possession of hor. Mr. Aikman is aoting 
for Mong Kow j Mr. Fell for tho Rofugo 
Homo.

Tho regatta will start at 2 o'clook, and 
arrangements havo beon perfected to have 
the various orows at tho Btartlng point pre- 
cisely at tho times fixed for tho various 
races, so thab there will be no delay. 

Arch- 
deacon Soriven as ahairman, ia busy this 
week fixing preliminaries, so that tho many 
friends who intend visiting the club houao 
on the day of tho regatta, may receive a 
hearty welcome.

FarmorB of the Saanich poninsula are con- 
gratulating themselves ou the excollont har- 
vest woathor with which they havo boon 
favored during tho paBt month, und that 
tho grain orop of 1895 is now safely gather- 
ed Into the barn or barnyard and garnora. 
ThroBhing machines aro in groat domand, 
and thoir clouds of dust can he seen and 
thoir hum hoard in various directions. 
Crops havo beon fairly T good this season, 
but rather on tho "short side." Oats are 
of excellent quality, and as thab orop has 
boon gathorod without receiving any Injury 
from rain should produce an excellont qual- 
ity of oatmeal. Tho Saanich oatmeal is said 
to equal bho Soottieh staple in quality. 
Potatoos as a rulo are small, and turnips 
will not bo a heavy crop. Fruit Ib abundant. 
Plums wore an overplus with a fow farmers, 
and tho same may bo expocted with poars. 
Tho Saanioh hop orop will bo heavy and of 
suporior quality. Tho hops grown in thiB 
ultima thulo of North Saanioh aro said to 
bo equal in value in New South Wales, 
whero samplos havo boon sont, to English 
hopB, and worth from throe to four conts 
por pound more than hops grown In Cali- 
fornia.

BRICK PAVEMENT FOR STREETS. 

To the Editor : — Some time ago I Bent a 
ahort communication to the Colonist in 
favor of brick pavement for the atreetB of 
Victoria, in which I pointed out aome of its 
advantages, and stating that if mado of 
good material and properly laid, it is almost 
everything that a pavement ahould be. Ce- 
dar block pavement, I notice, is proposed 
by tho Victoria city oouncil. In discuaBing 
the various kinda of pavement UBod in the 
oity of Toronto, tho government of Ontario 
Bureau says: " For city streets, atono or 
gravel sots, asphalt and vitrified bricks are 
all in use, and each of thoso several ma 
terlals posseaaos excellent qualities for pav 
ing purpoBea. As compared with wooden 
blocks, each of them is preferable in almost 
every particular, except in tho important 
one of cost. The life of a cedar block pave 
ment varies somewhat in proportion to 
the travol over it, but on heavy traffio 
atroeta like Toronto it does not exceed four 
or five years. When traffic is light, another 
source of decay is in tho blocks not being 
kept constantly moist, but being alternately 
wet and dry they succumb to rot almost as 
soon aa they would have done to tho wear 
and tear of heavy traffic. 

"Tho vast Btretahes of c?dar block pave- 
ment which have been laid down in tho oity 
of Toronto cannot fairly be Baid to have 
been successful .... Tho porous na- 
ture of the blocks permitB thorn to abaorb 
a very large portion of tho liquid filth which 
falls on tho Btreot, and thiB added to tho 
dirt, droppings, etc., which lodge in tho 
hollows lmwoen the worn blocks, and which 
ordinary street cleaning is powerless to re- 
move, forma a maB8 of decaying, gorm-breed- 
ing matter, not only olldnaivo to the sight 
and smell, but injurious to public health." 

Speaking of piving brick, tho report of 
the bureau abovo referred to says : *• Streets 
in eomo towns in continental Europo and 
E igland havo been laid with brick for many 
years ; but it is in tho UuitedStates and within 
the last ton yours that tho roign of paving 
brick may be said to havo begun. To show 
tho extent of the favor to which it has 
already attained, it has only to bo aaid that 
in Soptombor, 189.'!, thero were In tho United 
States, 139 manufacturing establishments in 
which stroot brick woro mado, 311 towau and 
cities in which brick pavemontB wore in uso. 
Somo of thoBe mauufuciorioa are of great 
Bize, turning out ua many as sixty millions 
of brick per your, and tho induBtry is still 
rapidly expanding. Paviug brick is now 
used in eight cities in tho State of Michigan; 
West Virginia, nine ; Now York, sixteen ; 
in Indiana, seventeen ; in Iowa, twenty; in 
Pennsylvania, thirty-nine : in Illinois, forty- 
four; and in Ohio, fifty six." 

Tho testimony given in favor of brick as a 
paving material by Judge E. H. Thayor, of 
Clinton, Iowa, president of the Iowa Road 
Association, in a lottor to tho Buroau, dated 
22nd March, 1891, js : " Vitrified briak for 
streot paving is in gonoral use in tho WobO. 
For heavy tru flic there can bo no Buporior, 
and it answorB tho purposo fully as well aa 
granito. In my opinion it Is tho paving of 
tho future of thia entire country " 
Another writer, writing in April, 1891, 
saya : " If tho boot quality of brick is used 
and tho work well dono, I havo no doubt 
that it is the cheapest and most durable 
puvemont for tho monoy that can now be 
obtained. Our cities are disgusted with 
wooden pavements when compared with 
brick, auu graiiitu and asphulluiii are too 
cixpenaivo, as a general thing. The best 
brick, well laid, will mako a pavomont us 
good as granito, except on stroota where tho 
hoavieat trafilo la carried on. It is oaslly 
laid, or removed for repairs ; is clean and 
sweot aa compared with wood, and not as 
slippery a3 asphaltum or granito, nor ua 
noisy aa granito.' 1 

The cost nood not bt muoh higher than 
for laying cedar btooks. Paving brick ia 
mado and sold in tho Unitod Statos at from 
$9 to $10 50 per thouaand. If they woro 
made and aold hero at tho aamo price, and 
thore is no good roason why they should not, 
aa thero is abundance of oiay to bo found on 
"Vanoouvor Island for thoir manufacture, the 
prioo of paving with cedar blooka and the 
brlok pavement would bo nearly equal. It 



takes from 60 to 64 brlokB to lay a square 
yard of pavement, allowing for breukuges.

If I remember correctly it 
was he who dsclarod that the Chinamen 
wore the cquale of tho white mon, and ho 
would opposo any measure prohibiting tho 
employment of Chinamen upon public 
works. 

Alderman Wilaon spoko tho truth when 
he said that no American city would send 
to a foreign country for what they could got 
at homo. Viotoria should tako a lesson 
from our neighbors in this respect. Thero Is 
too much money sont oub of thiB city for 
goods that could bo got hero just us good, 
and in many oasea hotter. If tho Bystoir. of 
boycotting our own manufaoturerB and mor 
chantB ia not sat upon before long, we will 
havo no neod for aldormen. Tho aheriff and 
the Chinamon, with a few money-Iendere 
will then have charge of tho city.

HOLMES A FAKIR. 

The JIan Accused of Many Murders hasKn- 
glneeral Since Ills Imprisonment a 
Blackmailing Sclieme» 

New York, Sepb. 4.— A speoial to the 
World from Philadelphia Bays : H. H. 
Holmes, charged with wholesale insur- 
ance swindles and several murders and now 
awaiting trial for tho killing of B. F. Pitzei, 
although a oloaoly guarded prisoner in the 
Philadelphia county prison has engineered 
what ia obviously a ounning scheme. Al- 
though deprived of writing materials, and 
in spite of every precaution taken to prevent 
his communicating with anyono outside, he 
has written what purports to bo a sketch of 
hia cireor. The law officers of the common- 
wealth have been astounded by tho publica- 
tion of " advance sheets " and the announce- 
ment that a book written by Holmea on tho 
margins of other books in the solitude of 
hia coll will follow ahortly. They will be 
aatounded further when they learn for the 
first time In thia diapatoh that the volume is 
the outcome of an idea originating in the 
biain of tho prisoner which is all roady for 
working, but which the local authorities, 
being thus forewarned, may perhaps forbid. 

During hia travela Holmea has had busi- 
ness and social relations with many parsons 
of undoubted reapecb and ability. Ho haa 
with unusual cunning kept a record of all 
theae tranBaotiona. Tho major portion of 
these friendships wero undoubtedly free 
from any suspicion of wrongdoing, but they 
are to be made the vehicle for securing suffi- 
cient funds for hia defence. Tho opening 
chapters of hia book, published in one of tho 
local paporB, are devoid of anything that 
would offend the most fastidious. They re- 
hearse tho wrongdoings of a New Hampshire 
lad whose subsequent caroer ia nob fore- 
shadowed in any way. Innocent enough as 
tho remlaconcos may bo, they are tho ground 
work of Holmes' bold stroke. Tho papers 
containing the opening chapters of the 
" book " will be mailed to those unfortunate 
enough to havo been olaaaod among Holmes' 
friends. 

(Those who knew Holmes will bo informed 
that they are to be part and parcol of tho 
book. Intimations will bo given that if it 
would bo unpleasant to ba known in connec- 
tion with ita author, all mention of certain 
namea will bo omibtod — for a money conaid 
eration. There are chaptera in tho narra- 
tivo that placo Borne of tho poraona roferrod 
to in a moat peculiar position. An inotance 
of tho kind ia here givon. 

One of tho chaptora ia devoted to tho 
Boston experience of Holmea and Minnie 
Williams. Tho woman, under tho guidanco 
of Holmes, entrapped a wealthy man of 
family. For a time, boing led to boliove he 
had deeply wronged tho girl, he mado such 
occasional financial roparation aa he doomed 
proper and I lie " conscience " fund found ita 
way into HolmoB 1 pookob. Whon Mlnuio 
Williams " dropped out of eight " tho Boa- 
ton man broathod freoly, bub whon tho aw- 
ful revelaciona came hia Btato of mind may 
bo imaginod. 

Proof ahoota now being printod in a 
printing oifico near Sixth and Market atroota 
will bu forwardod to tho Boston man and 
this propoeition mado : If ho will purchase 
1,000 oopiea of tho book, accompanying tho 
immediate ordor therefor at tho retail price 
thereof, $1 apieco, hia name will bo omitted, 
aa well aa matter that would in any way 
point to him. No doubt tho Boston man, 
who can well afford it, will very quickly 
ordor the " book,'' and oncloao remittance 
for the aamo.

What the Record Shows Concerning Wom- 
en In "Lire's Activities." 

"One of tho most interesting branches 
of my work, " said n prominent officer of 
tho American Socio.'.ogiciil society; "is 
keeping a record of women's industries. 
I begun it in IMis, when it was u mere 
infant. Today it has grown so great 
that it is almost too vast n subject for 
one person to handle. 

"Take, for oxu tuple, the single branch 
of the professions. In 1808 wo estimat- 
ed that there wero 80,000 women on- 
gaged in the various callings under that 
head, of whom more than nine-tenths 
wore teachers. Today there aro -100,000 
and upward, a growth of over 500 per 
cent in less than 80 years. In 1808 there 
were about 250,000 male, professionals, 
so that the ratio was a little less than 
a third.

If tho past ratio remains 
unchanged, in the year 11)01) there will 
bo 1,050,000 professional women and 
1,930, 000 professional men. But the 
ratio itself is changing in woman's fa 
vor, and nt tho present rate of change 
1005, only ten years hence, will see the 
two soxes numerically equal in the pro 



"In 1808 there wero uo women archi- 
tects; today there are nearly 100. There 
wero about i!50 artists, teachers of url 
and art designers; today (hero aro over 
14,000, as many if not mure than then 
are of men. Women physicians in 27 
years havo sprung from -120 to 7,000, 
clergymen from CO to 2,200, author! 
and newspaper women from 150 to 10, 
000, musicians, composers and instru- 
mentalists, vocalists and music teacher.- 
from 5,000 to 50,000. 

"Tho lawyers have grown from I! to 
nearly 1,000, tho dentists from 15 to 
1,200, thoteachers have passed tho 300,- 
000 mark, the stage claims an army of 
15,000 in actresses, coryphees, ballet 
girls, chorus girls, dansouses and vaude- 
ville artists. When it comes toother 
callings, tho figures aro equally won- 
derful. There wero 5 stenographers and 
typewriters in 1808; there aro over -10,- 
000 now. Thero wero 7,000 women em- 
ployed ;us bookkeepers, accountants, 
clerks and copyists, while now thero aro 
100,000. There were 2,500 saleswomen, 
while now thero aro over 00,000. "

in this city, who has produced an odd 
effect by using the frame of a picture to 
iuclose a tank of water containing gold- 
fish. Ho is a plumber, with a handy

TRADES UNION CONGRESS. 

Important Cliango In the Qualification of Re- 
presentative Members. 

Cardiff, WaleB, Sept. 4. — The Tradeo 
Union CongroBB opaned here on Monday 
with 344 delegates present. The proposed 
change in tho constitution limiting the 
choice of delegates to thoae who are actually 
working ab trades, will, it is expootod, en- 
counter much opposition, because it would 
shut out from participation in futuro con- 
greBseB many aotivo trado-iinlonists, as for 
instance, J. Koir Hardie, Tom Mann, John 
Burns, M P., and Henry Broadhurat, M.P. 
The congreBB wan excited by a hoated dis- 
cussion of a motion Mr. Wilson, M.P., cen- 
suring tho parliamentary oommitteo for ex- 
ceeding its instructions. The motion was re- 
jected on a voto of GO-1,000 to 357,000, ac- 
cording to tho representation of the dole- 
gatos who oasb the votes. 

An editorial which tho Times will pub- 
lish to-morrow, Bays of tho convention : 
" Tho big fight at Cardiff has ended in a 
victory for the old Unionists. Wo may now 
expect a roturu to tho oldor and hotter tra- 
ditions of tho Trades Union Congress, and 
in particular the absence of suoh violent pro- 
posals as that for tho confiscation of all pro- 
perty without distinotion, which brought 
ridicule upon Ihe Norwich meeting in 1894. 
Tho evil oonBlsted in abuses of tho constitu- 
tion of the ooneress, by which it booame poB- 
siblo to pack it with violent and hotheaded 
doctrinaires in no true sense reproBontiDg 
the worklngmen's opinion. Tho parliament- 
ary committee has used the power delrgited 
to it to oxcludo dolegatos, not actually work- 
ing at trades or officially oonnooted with 
trades unions."

and ho waa Bet ashoro on the island. 

Suporlntondenb Hussey abated last night 
that up to tho present ho had nob intended 
to disclose what had boon done to capturo 
Prevost, bub so much was now known from 
outside sourceB that thoro waa nothing now 
to ho gained by withholding certain infor- 
mation. Up to SuriUy tho police had hoon 
busy running down various clues, bub with- 
out satisfactory results. On Sunday morning, 
by information received by tho Evangel, 
it was learned that Provosb and anothor 
man had boon seon in on open bout off Dung- 
oncsa. Oa the etrongth of thia provincial 
oonBtablo McKenna waa despatched tho aumo 
afternoon to Port TownBend by tho Evangel 
with instructions to patrol tho coast in that 
neighborhood with tho assistance and co- 
operation of tho Port Townsond officers.

Prince Albert. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 4. — (Spooial) — A Battle- 
ford, N.W.T. dispatch Bays Premier, Bo- 
well's party arrived thoroat 5 o'olook yester- 
day from Edmonton, having driven a dis- 
tance of 350 miloB in sevon daya. They en- 
joyed nice weather till tho ovening previous 
bo theii arrival, when a eevere hail and 
thunder atorm, with a high wind, overtook 
bhem, bub they wero alroady camped and 
Buffered no diaoomfort.

' TRADES AND LABOR CONGRESS- 

Sweating Strongly Denounced— Opposition to 
the Immigration System, Particularly 
That Relating to Chinese. 

London, Sept. 4 —(Special)— Tho Cana- 
dian Trades and Labor Congress oommittee 
on standing otdora rooommended tho ap- 
pointment of a commission to investigate 
the sweabing syatom praotiaod on tho gar- 
ment workers qf Montroal, Toronto and 
Hamilton. The committeo declared that 
the existing Dominion immigration eystom 
has ubtorly failed. Aotivo opposition, it 
held, should 1>3 offered to tho influx of Chi- 
nese. There was a long diacuesion on tho 
Chineao question. C. C. Stewart, pf Win- 
nipeg moved that tho poll tax bo raiaod to 
five hundred dollars ao aa to further restrict 
Chinese immigration. This waa carried. 
Several members eondemnod tho action ot 
the Presbyterian Goneral Assembly in urging 
and aiding tho government to repeal exist- 
ing Chinese laws. i
